In districts where the character of the 
roads is such as to make their use ad- 
vantageous, we put rubber tired wheels. 
No owner would want a rubber tired 
buckboard to be used in regions where 
the roads were sandy or rocky; in such 
steel tired wheels would be best, but 
rubber tires are very good for a buck- 
board to be used in the city, where a 
few buckboards are used, or on buck- 
boards 
to be used in parts where the 


roads are macadamized.

we turn out nowadays," says a carriage 
manufacturer 
in the New York Sun,

was greatly grieved at the vote of the 
speaker.

try farmers of China. 
A traveler pass- 
ing through the province of Chekiang 
a few weeks ago was struck with the 
enormous 
number 
of young chickens 


carried in the farmers' carts he met in 
the T'int'al country. He made inquiries 
on the subject, and at length he was 
asked by a poultry farmer 
to go and 
inspect his rearing arrangements. 
The 
plant deals with 10.000 eggs at a time 
and the average product is 5,000 chicks. 
The arrangements 
are simple and in- 
expensive, but they include opportuni- 
ties for the scientific examination 
of 


the eggs in the course of incubation, 
and it is amusing to hear that where 
the eggs 
on examination tnrough 
the 


testing holes do not show signs of fer- 
tilization at the end of the fourth day, 
"they are immediately discarded to be 
sold cheap." 


Snakes 
have a very keen sense 
of 


smell, by which they are largely guided 
in the choice of their food. A zoologist 
has discovered 
that the larger snakes 


at zoos often refuse to eat rats captured 
about the buildings, but quickly devour 
those caught out of doors. 
Rats taken 


indoors were kept for a day or so in a 
cage with an earthen floor,after which, 
they 
were rapidly eaten.

experience was had withsmaller snakes, 
copperheads, 
these 
declining 
to eat 


house 
mice, letting them run freely

The official who administers this busi- 
ness, of a volume that would be counted 
big among the biggest businesses 
done 
by private concerns, is known as the 
general storekeeper, this post being oc- 
cupied by a pay director of the United 
States navy. 


The business

carried a stock of material, merchandise

sailors' personal 
wants, amounting in 


value to upward of $10,000,000. 


Uncle Sam may not set up as a busi- 


ness 
man, but when he does 
go into 


business he is likely to do itin alarge 
way, as he does, for instance, at the 
New Yorknavy yard, where are located 
the largest 
naval storehouses 
in the 


United States.

The rags used by the 
workers, who 


execute the gold lettering on marble 
slabs, 
etc.. are carefully preserved 


and 
treated 
in 
the same 'manner. 


illuminated covers. 
After laying on 


the leat, the cover is 
wiped by the 


binders 
with.a handful 
of 
plastic 


rubber, to which all the loose 
gold 


leaf adheres, 
leaving 
the lettering 


-iharply defined. 
A ball of this pure 


rubber, after being used for a month 
or two, will yield a button of con- 
siderable size and value. 
These balls 


are not purchased 
by the firm, but 


sent to be melted down, and 
the pro- 


duct returned to the binders to be 
beaten again into gold leaf. 


Bad Indeed. 


After being 
allowed 
to cool, the 


crucible is conveyed 
to a little iron 


anvil and the bottom broken off witb 
a hammer. 
The 
contents 
are 
then 


found to have stratified into three 
distinct 
layers. 
The 
top is of a 


The flux, 
when 
melted, 
greatly 


facilitates the reduction of the mater- 
ial, and at the same 
time eliminates 


all the baser 
metals 
except 
copper. 


Eventually a point is reached beyond 
which the contents 
of the crucible 


can 
be reduced 
no further, 
so 
the 


vessel is withdrawn. 
The fierce heat 


and the glow of the furnace 
when 


open necessitates 
the men engaged in 


this task wearing a long, thick mitten, 
and also a pair ot specially construct- 
ed glasses 
to protect 
the hand and 


eyes. 


The rubbish having been reduced to 


ashes, 
the latter are then 
carefully 


sifted and 
the cinders 
thrown into 


another 
fire to complete 
the com- 


bustion. 
To the 
fine ashes 
flux is 


added, 
and 
the 
material 
is then 


ready to be placed in the crucible in 
which it undergoes 
its final 
fiery 


ordeal and by this means the metal is 
discovered. 
Flux is a compound 
of 


borax, bicarbonate of soda, 
saltpetre 


and pearl ash. 
Different 
combin- 


ations are used 
according to the con- 


tents of the ashes to be treated. 


Sawn into convenient 
lengths 
and 


sent to the refiners an expert estimat- 
ed that probably 
about 820 worth of 


gold would be extracted 
from it. 


This is by no means 
an exceptional 


example of the "mighty fallen" that 
find their way to the 
furnaces, 
for 


everything that has 
gold in it at all 


is always worth putting 
through the 


furnace. 
Several 
large 
sacks 
were 


found stuffed fullof odds and ends- 
book 
covers, 
waste 
photographic 


material, etc 
These were all cramm- 


ed into a furnace 
and burned. 
The 


furnaces are arranged 
in a row and 


are fitted with a plain sliding lid. 
They are of various sizes, 'according 
to the work in hand.

for 
settlement 
at the 


ballot box. In tbe opinion of 
tbe 


Ledger, notwithstanding 
tbe sweeping 


curtailment of tbe area, 
the bound 


aries are stillmuch too large for an 
economical and efficient city govern- 
ment. 
Weighted down with so much 


outside land, we believe, itthe 
pro- 


position is carried, the result willbe 
disappointing to the ardent advocates 
of self-government. 
We realize 
the 


need of Jackson's 
incorporation, and 


yet we can neither earnestly advocate 
nor oppose the proposition. 


The view that the wider the scope 


of territory, 
and 
tbe more taxable 


property swept into the municipality, 
the lower the tax rate 
was 
liable to 


be, found not a single exponent. 
On 


the contary, . nearly every one 
who 


took part in tbe discussion, laid down 
tbe more logical proposition that the 
more compact the lines were drawn 
around 
tbe tow.n 
proper, 
the less 


money would be required to maintain 
the government, 
and a smaller rate 


per 
$100 would have 
to be levied. 


Single handed the Ledger has -fought

FATAL MINING ACCIDENT. 


Peter Milovich Killed by Prematine 


Argonaut— At a meeting 
held last 


week to determine the course 
advis- 


able to pursue in the present 
water 


scarcity, it was resolved to shut down 
the mill und hoisting ore on Thurs- 
day of this week, for the protection 
of the company. 
The 
mine has 
the 


first right to water from tho Standard 
Electric Company. 
But it was deem- 


ed 
best 
to close 
down the 
actual 


mining operations and save the water 
supply available for the drainage of 
the mine during the 
continuauce of 


the dry spell. 
It takes 
300 or more 


inches of water to run mine and mill, 
and 
while 
the 
Argonaut runs 
the 


Zeila can be operated 
with the same 


waterv 
A stoppage 
of 
the draining 


of water, 
however, 
in the Argonaut 


would seriously 
interfere with the 


Kennedy, as. the 
water 
would drain 


into the Kennedy 
works. 
The equip- 


ment of the Argonaut to run by elec- 
tric power is being rushed ahead, and 
it is expected that in a few 
days this 


motive 
power 
will be in 
running 


order, and for the Zeila also. 


Death of L J. Fontenrose. 


He was 85 years of age. 
His estate 


consists, itis said, 
of three or four 


thousand dollars in cash, 
which he 


willed to' relatives, 
in his 
native 


place, Neurernburg, 
Germany. 
J. H. 


Langhorst, of Jacksorf, is named 
as 


executor 
of the will. One 
of the 


features 
of his* testamentary 
docu- 


ment is a request 
that his 'body 
be 


cremated, 
and the 
ashes 
sent 
to bis 


relatives in Germany. 
The 
remains 


arrived in Jackson 
yesterday, 
and 


accompanied 
by undertaker Huberty, 


were shipped 
to San 
trancisco 
this 


morning 
for cremation. 
Executor 


Langhorst 
willsee that his last wish 


is sacredly observed. 


Last 
Wednesday 
there 
died at 


Mokelumuu Hillan aged 
pioneer of 


Amador county, named Richard Voor- 
lauder, whoso life history is inter- 
woven with 
the 
mining affairs of 


Jackson 
and 
vicinity. 
Voorlander 


and bis-mining partner, Caspar Misal, 
who passed to the silent laud 
over a 


year 'ago, 
were the 
owners 
of the 


Mammoth mine, at MiddleBar. They 
worked the claim 
after the crude 


fashions 
of 
early-day, 
mining 
lor 


twenty 
years 
or 
more, 
getting 


sufficient 
gold 
from 
the 
small 


pockets 
they 
stumbled 
across 
at 


intervals to keep them in easy cir- 
cumstances. 
They never encountered 


the large ore body of bananza 
fame 


that was 
afterward 
discovered by W. 


A. Neyills, to 
whom 
they sold 
the 


property over 20 years 
ago. 
After 


selling the Mammoth to the now well- 
known mining. magnate,; 
whose suc- 


cessful career 
in the mining 
world 


bad its origin in that venture, Voor- 
lander purchased a- tract of 80 acres 
opposite Middle Bar on the Calaveras 
side of the Mokelumne 
river. 
Here 


he 
spent* another 
twenty 
years, 
so 


that 40 years of his life was passed 
withiu a radius 
of one mile. 
He 


bought 
the 
Calaveras 
place for 
a 


home, 
not 
tor its 
mineral 
value. 


However, 
in fossicking 
around 
he 


struck a pocket which yielded 
SCOOO 


or thereabout, 
and on this lucky 


streak he lived the rest of bis' days. 
Receutly 
at 
the 
solicitation 
of 


friends, he was persuaded 
to leave his 


home, apd go to Mokelumne Hill,to 
a German 
family, ' the 
increasing 


infirmities of uld age making it out of 
the question for him to live alone. 
Soon after moving there he was taken 
with grip, and 
this brought 
ou the 


fatal illness, 
which terminated 
his 


long life on 
Wednesday 
afternoon. 


fle was 
born in Pennsylvania 
of 


Italian parents on September 27, 1850, 
and 
came to 
California 
with his 


parents 
in 1857, 
settling in Sutter 


Creek, 
where he 
grew up.to man's 


ostate. 
He was an 
engineer 
at 
the 


Amador Consolidated, 
better 
known 


as the Eureka 
mine iv Sutter Creek 


for some 
time, but in 1879 he 
was 


appointed us 
deputy 
clerk, 
and was 


elected to that office at the 
succeed- 


ing election, 
and re-elected 
the next 


two terms, serving six 
years in that 


responsible position. 
After retiring 


from that office, 
he 
engaged 
in the 


insurance 
and 
abstract 
business, 


which he followeduntilfailing health 
compelled .him to 
cease 
from bis 


labor. 
Few 
were 
better 
known 


throughout 
Amador county 
than the 


subject 
of this sketch, and 'his death 


willbe' deplored by a large 
circle of 


acquaintances 
in every part of the 


county. 
His estate 
consists 
mainly 


of the family residence onPitt street. 


Deceased 
leaves 
a wife 
and 
two 


sons, both grown to manhood, besides 
relatives in Sntter Creek.. 


. Louis J. Fontenrose 
passed 
from 


earthly, scenes 
at the" residence 
of 


James Meehan, on Friday 
afternoon 


at 5 o'clock. 
He had been 
tailing 


for over a year, and itwas evident to 
his relatives and friends from the out- 
set that his days 
of life wero des- 


tined 
to 
be 
few. 
He suffered 
a 


stroke of paralysis at the commence- 
ment 
of 
his 
sickness, 
which in- 


capacitated 
him from attending 
to 


business 
affairs. 
From that on, in 


spite 
of everything 
that 
could 
be 


dune in the way of medical skill and 
careful nursing, 
he gradually, 
but 


perceptibly, passed 
away into the em- 


brace 
of death. 
The 
funeral 
took 


place Sunday morning at the Catholic 
church, high mass being held, Rev J. 
J. Gleason officiating, after which the 
body was- conveyed to its last repose 
in the Catholic 
cemetery, 
followed 


by a large 
procession 
of mourning 


friends. 
The 
floral offerings 
were 


many and beautiful. 
The flag at the 


court house was half-masted, 
in re- 


spect 
to his 
memory, 
he 
being 
an 


officer 
ot the 
court, 
having 
held 


the position of superior 
court com- 


missioner 
for a number ot years. 


Services 
were held in the Greek 


church, a priest coming 
up specially 


to conduct the ceremonies. 
The body 


was laid away in the church cemetery 


Last 
Monday, 
a young Austrian 


miner named Peter Milovich lost his 
life by an accident while engaged 
in 


the 
underground 
workings of the 


Oneida mine. 
It seems' 
from testi- 


mony taken at the inquest held over 
the 
body by coroner 
Huberty 
the 


following day, that deceased 
and his 


partner, Li. E. Wilson, 
were at work 


at 
the 2200 level. 
They had 
been 


excavating 
a 
place 
preparatory 
to 


sinking a winze. 
At the time of the 


accident the two men were "spitting" 
the holes— that islighting the fuses to 
explode the loaded boles. 
Each man 


had 
eight holes 
to spit. 
Milovicb 


had started 
the 
fuses 
on his 
eight, 


had finished his part. Wilson was just 
stooping over to light the last fuse on 
his eight. 
Milovich remarked 
as he 


got through, "Iam going to go," and 
Wilson replied, "all right, you cau 
go, and 1willspit my hole." Just as 
be turned to go, and Wilson stepped 
over to the corner to charge 
the 
last 


hole, an explosion 
occurred— one of 


the holes spit by Milovich went off. 
Wilson was only a few feet away, and 
when the blast prematurely 
went off 


he jumped aud rolled and ran to get 
out ot the 
way, not knowing but 


other blasts would followimmediate- 
ly. He escaped 
unhurt. 
The fuses 


wero seveu feet long, wore considered 
safe, and gave ample time ordinarily 
to get out ot the way. »Milovich was 
struck by the 
debris 
from the 
first 


blast. 
No cry escaped 
him, so it is 


supposed 
that 
be 
was either.killed 


or rendered 
unconsious 
by 
the pre- 


mature 
blast. 
The other explosions 


followed, 
and piled the debris 
over 


his body. 
The accident 
happened 


shortly 
after 
four o'clock 
in the 


afternoon, 
and it was nine ;o'clock 


when his body was recovered. 
There 


were many tons of dirt burying the 
unfortunate victim. How Wilson got 
away uninjured 
is a mysteiy; 
one 


theory is that the force of the 
con- 


cussion 
literally 
blew him out ot 


danger's 
way. 
The jury found that 


deceased 
was 
22 years 
of age, and 


came to his death 
by a premature 


blast, 
and that the Oneida company 


was in no 
way 
blamablo 
tor the 


falatity. 
The victim had been 
work- 


ing about' eight mouths in the Oneida 
mine. 
He was 
a single man. 
Tho 


funeral took 
place 
on 
Thnrsday, 


under 
the 
auspices 
of tho Miners' 


Union, of which organization 
ho was 


a member.

missed. It willprobably remain as it 
is for a while. 
The acquittal 
of 


Murphy on the 
Williams' 
murder 


does not release him trcm the Maker 
charge, 
but 
as it now stands, 
the 


evidence, admittedly 
not conclusive 


in the Williams' 
case, 
is equally 


weak ifnot 
weaker, 
in the Maker 


case. 


In regard 
to the 
Maker case,, a 


complaint was sworn to some months 
ago accusing Clarence Murphy of that 
crime. 
Beyond 
the 
justice 
court, 


bowever, no action has 
been 
taken. 


So the verdict of acquittal in the 
Williams' case liberated the defendant 
as far as the superior court 
was con- 


cerned. 
On 
Tuesday 
morning 
a 


conslitation 
between 
the 
district 


attorney and W. R Jacobs, 
attorney 


for defendant, 
was held ,the outcome 


of which was that the defendant 
was 


discharged 
from custody shortly 
be- 


fore noon. It was either a discharge, 
or a prosecution for the Maker crime 
without delay, 
or habeas 
corpus pro- 


ceedings 
for bis release. 
Defendant 


aud 
several 
others 
of his relatives, 


accompanied 
by the attorney, left by 


team for 
their homes 
shortly 
after 


defendant's 
discharge. 


It was at the request of his own at- 


torney that Murphy was detained 
in 


jail over Tuesday 
night. 
There was 


nothing between 
him and 
freedom 


after bis acquittal by the jury. 
As a 


precautionary 
measure, 
doubtless, his 


counsel asked that be pass 
the night 


in the sheriff's charge. 
There was no 


grounds for apprehension 
concerning 


his safety, however, as the verdict 
of 


jury was generally acquiesced 
in un- 


der the testimony. 
Not a few are dis- 


posed to think 
that Love, 
single- 


handed, perpetrated the two murders, 
and invented the 
accomplice story to 


save his own neck. 


The cost of this case aione foots up 


close to SSOOO. 


-. District Attorney Vioini commenc- 
ed the 
closing 
argument 
Monday 


afternoon, 
and 
spoke 
about- three 


hours. 
The court at once proceeded 


to give the instructions to the jury, 
which was finished about 
6 o'clock. 


The jury was then 
taken 
to supper, 


after which they 
were locked up in 


the 
supervisors' 
room for deliber- 


ation. 
Shortly before 
nine o'clock 


they announced that they bad agreed, 
and handed in a verdict otnot guilty. 
Itis reported that three ballots 
were 


taken. 
The first ballot stood 
10 to 2 


in favor of acquittal. 
The verdict 


came 
as a surprise 
to many. 
The 


difficulty was with the 
testimony 
of 


Swearingen, 
and 
the disinclination 


to convict on his evidence, 
which 


while corroborated 
Iv many points, 


stood alone on the actual commission 
of the murder. 
The 
jury evidently 


folt that there 
>vas room for a reason 


able doubt, especially with the array 
ot witnesses tending tojirove the alibi 
defense, 
and 
gave him the benefit of 


the doubt, as they were bound to do 
uuder their oaths. 


As we went to 
press 
last 
Friday, 


Judge Slack, 
the law partner 
of W. 


R. Jacobs, 
the main 
oounsel for de- 


fendant, 
was engaged in the 
opening 


argument 
tor the 
defense. 
He. got 


through the same 
afternoon, 
and W. 


R. Jacobs immediately 
followed with* 


his address. 
He spoke at great length, 


taking up the whole of Saturday and 
also Monday 
morning, 
closing 
with 


the noon recess. 
In his 
argument, 


which was voted a very able effort by 
all who listened to it, beunmericitul- 
ly scored 
the main witness 
for the 


prosecution, 
the 
self-confessed 
ac- 


complice Swearingen. 
He riddledhis 


testimony withheavy 
artillery, held 


up its inconsistencies 
and its impro- 


babilities before the jurors in many 
way.3. 
Notwithstanding 
the 
great 


length of his speech, be wasatteutive- 
ly listened to from bogining to close. 


The case 
of the 
people 
against 


Clarance 
Murphy, 
which occupied 


the attention 
of the 
superior court 


for two weeks, 
came 
to a close on 


Monday

walls, digging his tough

toes into the interstices 
of the stone, 


catching a cornice or a window sill 
and "chinning" himself up an! doing 
other 
most 
venturesome 
acrobatic 
But* while the office of the 
Presi- 
dent, with all its effective 
although 


indefinite power to force compliance 
was used in 
that case, 
it is a well 
known 
fact that the President 
was 
considering 
other means 
for forcing 


an arbitration, 
had 
the mine opera- 


tors declined 
to agree 
to lay their 
differences before a board of arbitra- 
tion. The President not only has. well 
defined powers that are constantly ex- 
ercised, and with which the people are 
fully acquainted, but he has other still 
more important powers which he can 
exercise at his discretion in cases of 
great emergency, and which itwas un- 
derstood at the time of the great an- 
thracite coal 
strike" he 
considered 
using in order to bring relief ti the 
shivering multitudes of the land. 
He 
may do many things for the "public 
good." Ihk\ is an 
indefinite 
term 
allowing a wide' interpretation, 
but 
there are many people 
who 
believe 
that had the coal strike of 1002 contin- 
ued a littlelonger the President would 
have declared 
martial 
law 
in the 
anthracite regions, and not only would 
have thrown troops into that section, 
but would have ordered the mining of 
tho coal and its distribution to relieve 
the distress of the country. 
But, according 
to assurances 
that 
have .been 
given to the 
public, 
the 
country is safe from a coal "famine, at 
least until AprilIst, 190G. 
Then there 
willbe another meeting between the 
miners and the coal operators 
and the' 
miners willdemand 
both 
an 
eight 
hour day and the recognition of their 
union. 
The recognition of their union 
willbe resisted by the mine owners 
to the last,- and while it seems but a 
sentimental issue it will be insisted 
upon by the miners, and itmay event- 
ually be made the cause of another 
strike. 
One thing 
which 
may 
be 
borne in mind is that in case 
of a 
strike, the public, in the last analysis 
pays all the costs. 


Few people understand 
what an im- 
mense power is wielded by the Presi- 
dent of the United States 
when that 


office is filled by a man of good judg- 
ment 
The President, 
by issuing an 
invitation to the men on both sides of 
the coal controversy under the circum- 
stances 
that existed three years ago, 


practically forced them to agree to an 
arbitration 
of their 
differences, 
be- 


cause, had either party to that contro- 
versy declined to enter the agreement, 
itwould have so fullylost public sym- 
pathy as to have been eventually driv- 
en to surrender wholly to its opponent. 
In that case 
the power behind 
the 
President 
was 
the power 
of public 


opinion. 
Not only is public opinion, 


when focussed 
by so skillfula hand 


as that of President 
Roosevelt 
capa- 


ble of forcing arbitration, but itis a 
satisfactory 
guarantee 
that the agree- 


ment when made will be kept faith- 
fullyby both sides to the controversy. 
More Drastic Measures in Reserve. 


Wields a Great Power. 


in bringing the two sides to the con- 
troversy together. 


The good offices of the President of 
the United States 
were 
used 
with 
great advantage 
in bringing about an 
agreement, 
between 
the coal 
opera- 
tors and the miners three years ago, 
so as to make possible the production 
of coal. 
The 
fact is the 
President 
used only that indefinite power that 
may be regarded 
as the influence of 
his great 
office skillfully employed 


The chief protection against the. re- 
currence'of 
strikes has been found in 


agreements 
made between 
employers 
and employes, 
the present 
agreement 
in the anthracite 
coal 'fields 
being

Her 
capacity 
is 23,000 tons, which is some-
